Hn-a, Fast Fuller¬ 
ton, Alhso, Tr-abuco, Santiago and 
San .luan Capistrano canyons. 

County Share 

P'ull cost of constructing the 
Elams will be borne by Uncle Sam 
iin'Jer the rivers and harbors act. 
but the county must furnish the 
site for the dams, must movE' all 
obstructing highways ari(l railroads, 
and must protect the government 
from damage suits in areas floo'i(*d 
by the dams. 

Supervisor.s agree that the coun¬ 
ty can comply with all the govern¬
